Dependents need 
SS number

Social Security Manager in Arcadia 

Parents are reminded they must have 
a Social Security number for each de¬ 
pendent age 5 and over whom they list 
on Federal tax returns due between Jan. 
1,1987 and Apr. 15, 1987, Joann Hughes, 
Social Security manager In Arcadia, said 
recently. This Is required by section 1524 
of the Tax Reform Act of 1986. 

About two-thirds of all young people 
already have a number, she said. They 
will not have to get another one. 

One can apply for a number in person 
or by mail at any Social Security office, 
Hughes stated. If the dependent needing 
the number is 18 or etc. or bom outside 
the United States, the application must be 
made in person. 

Evidence of the dependent’s date of 
birth, U.S. citizenship or lawful alien sta¬ 
tus, and identity are required when a per¬ 
son applies, said Hughes. If the dependent 
was bom in the U.S., usually an original 
or certified copy of a public, hospital or 
religious birth record can establish proof 
pf both date of birth and citizenship. 
School, medical, day care, and certain 
other records can be used for iden¬ 
tity. Evidence of the dependent’s parent’s 
identity is also needed. Parents may call 
(818) 575-7963 (toll-free) to ask for a form 
SS-5, “Application for a Social Security 
Number.’’ This application lists a variety 
of proofs that are acceptable for evidence 
of identity, as well as proofs needed for 
children bom out *ide the U.S. 

For more information about applying 
for a Social Security number, call 1-900- 
410-INFO. There is an 85-cent charge for 
this 2-minute recording. If more informa¬ 
tion is desired, a toll-free “800’’ number 
is given in the recording so that a person 
can speak to a Social Security representa¬ 
tive.

Now thtt^-wc'-a tt - have been -to see the ele¬ 
phant and filed our tax return (if you haven’t 
yet filed, then there’s a good chance the elephant 
will come to see you), lots of us are making 
the alarming discovery that all those comfortable 
deductions of yore are Gone With the Wash¬ 
ington Wind. 

And that applies even to basic household 
deductions such as credit card interest and tax 
on new car purchases (or even major appliance 
buys). Biggest, almost only householder deduction 
remaining: those heavily-promoted home loans. 
Last week in the mail we got a flyer that said 
“Borrow Now! Easy Money! $100,(X)0 on just 
your signature!” (We were templed to go down 
there and sign for the money: Grover S. Cleve¬ 
land). In liny type on the last page it said 
“interest rale: 16.8 percent,” which is fascinating, 
since they only pay 7-8 percent for the $ they 
loan to folks. 

Then in the same mail a big bank also yearned 
to loan us $ on the house. This one said, “9 1/2 
percent on a new first mortgage and 12 1/2 
on a second,” which is more like it but not 
perfect. Truth is those home loans are often just 
a line of credit, and the rates and charges are 
all over the place. Watch for fine-print fees, 
points, variables uncapped, or fixed rales that 
belong to Cape Canaveral like the 16.8 outfit. 

Mainly, don’t sign a thing until you shop 
all over town, check all the details, ask an ex¬ 
pert if you’re confused, and have learned enough 
about it to know just what you’re signing on 
for. They are not all the same. And some of the 
costs you pay are not deductible as the interest 
is. 

Borrowing 50 grand on the Old Homestead 
may give you a great sense of power but don’t 
forget all those jaspers in expensive suits down 
to the S & L are there to make S off you, not the 
other way’ round.

“Last month’s decline 
in resales reflects the mar¬ 
ket compensating for De¬ 
cember’s surge in escrow 
closings,” explained Jack 
Paulson, President of the 
115,00-member trade as¬ 
sociation. “The fact that 
sales are still higher 
than last year indicates 
that the resale market 
remains healthy.” 

Despite February’s 
slump in sales, the hous¬ 
ing market continues to 
benefit from ongoing 
drops in mortgage inter¬ 
est rates. According to the 
Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board survey, the average 


age effective rate of 8.5 
percent in early Febru¬ 
ary compared to 8.66 
percent a month earlier. 

“Lower interest rates 
will help more prospec¬ 
tive homebuyers to qual¬ 
ify for financing,” stated 
Paulson. “This is good 
news for the resale hous¬ 
ing market this year, even 
though California buyers 
are still faced with hav¬ 
ing to come up with some 
hefty downpayments.” 

Appreciation in the 
statewide median price 
also continued to ease 
in February, recording 
a one percent dip to 
$125,327 from the 
$126,532 recorded in the 
previous month.
